Leaders launch crackdown Tax reform 
on worst world recession 


RAMBOUILLET, 
France (UPI) - 
President Ford and leaders of five allied 
industrial nations today launched a joint 
crackdown on the worst world recession 
in four decades. Ford hailed it as “a con­ 
viction that we can m aster our future.’’ 
Ford and the leaders of Britain, 
France, Japan, Germany and Italy were 
jubilant over resolution of the thorniest 
problem in the three-day economic sum­ 
mit — an end to deep U.S.-French dis­ 
putes over the international monetary 
system. 
In their “ Declaration of Rambouillet,” 
the six leaders said 
“ We welcome the rapprochement, 
reached at the request of many other 
countries, between the views of the 
United States and France on the need for 
stability that the reform of the inter­ 
natio n al 
m o n etary 
sy stem 
m u st 
promote.” 


Immediately after issuing the declara­ 
tion capping three days of informal, cor­ 
dial discussions held in this quaint 
countryside village 30 miles from Paris, 
the leaders dispersed. Ford boarded Air 
Force One at Orly Airport for his return 
to Washington. 


“We intend to play our own full part 
and strengthen our efforts for closer in­ 
ternational cooperation and constructive 
d ia lo g u e a m o n g a ll c o u n tr ie s , 
transcending differences in stages of 
economic developm ent, 
degrees of 
resource endowment and political and 


social system s,” the 1.500-word declara­ 
tion said. 
The six men said their nations are 
determined to overcome unemployment, 
inflation and energy problems. There 
was no specific action cited, but the 
leaders made their declaration a charter 
for perhaps the most extensive free 
world economic cooperation in history. 


Symbolic of the spirit of Rambouillet 
perhaps was an apparent change in 
France’s demand that the United States 
abandon its floating monetary exchange 
system in favor of fixed exchange rates 


Conference sources said the agree­ 
m ent between Ford and President 
Valery Giscard d’Estam g resulted in 
France all but relinquishing its demands 
for the fixed rate system. 


In a separate statem ent. Ford said 
“ P erh ap s our m ost im p o rtan t ac­ 
complishment over the past several days 
has been our recognition that the objec­ 
tive of sustained, stable economic 
growth will be facilitated by our com­ 
mon efforts ... Over the past three days, 
in this beautiful setting, we have found a 
new spirit — a spirit of cooperation.” 


He asserted the six leaders believe 
free people “can m aster their future.” 


The high points of the declaration, 
hammered out at the historic 14th cen­ 
tury castle, were pledges to eliminate 
“ the w aste” of unemployment, restrain 
inflation, lower barriers to world trade. 


increase commercial exchanges with 
Communist countries, stabilize inter­ 
national curren cy exchanges, give 
developing nations a better break and 
re d u c e d e p e n d e n c e on im p o rte d 
energy 
Spokesmen said Ford prevailed in his 
insistence on keeping the floating ex­ 
change system , which substantially 
benefits U.S. export sales. 
They said, however, that Ford agreed 
the central banks of the six industrial 
powers should step in quickly when 
necessary to prevent disruptive fluctua­ 
tions in currencies 
“Our monetary authorities will act to 
counter disorderly market conditions, or 
erratic fluctuations, in exchange rates,” 
the declaration said 
The six said their “ most urgent task 
is to defeat recession and unemploy­ 
ment. while at the same time staving off 
further inflation. 
“ We will not allow the recovery to 
falter,” the declaration said “ We will 
not accept another outburst of in­ 
flation.” 
Ford led in discussing energy, one of 
the m ajor problems facing the United 
States. He argued and the others agreed 
that economic growth “ is clearly linked 
to getting more energy sources.” 
The six said they will continue to 
cooperate “ to reduce our dependence on 
imported energy through conservation 
and the developm ent of alternative 
sources.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Sara Jane 
Moore, accused of the attempted assas­ 
sination of President Ford, was found 
mentally competent today and ordered 
to stand trial as scheduled Dec 15. 
After hearing a unanimous report from 
psychiatrists and psychologists, U.S. 
District Judge Samuel Conti ruled she 
was competent and then refused to delay 
the trial past the previously scheduled 
Dec 15 date 
After making his ruling, the judge 
asked Miss Moore if she understood, and 
she replied, “ Yes, I understand.” 
Conti noted that one psychiatric report

Douglas in farewell note 
to colleagues on bench

Justice William O Douglas, in a farewell 
letter to his colleagues on the Supreme 
Court, today compared his 36 year career 
on the high bench to a canoe trip that 
must end but leaves a happy memory 
With its seating rearranged during its 
first session since the 77-year-old 
Douglas retired last week after serving 
longer than any other justice the Court 
today bid a formal farewell to Douglas 
and paid tribute to his career 
Chief Justice Warren E Burger read 
aloud the letter, as well as a parting let­ 
ter which the other justices jointly had 
written to Douglas, who retired Wednes­ 
day because “ incessant pain 
would 
allow him to continue no longer 
Although suggesting they did not 
always see eye-to-eye with the liberal- 
minded Douglas, the justices spoke of his 
“ unparalleled knowledge of the multi­ 


tude of decisions of the court over more 
than a third of a century as a “ unique 
resource” — one that “ m ay never again 
be present at our conference table 


Douglas a life-long naturalist, said his 
career on the court reminded him of 
manv canoe trips he had taken

end.” he said 
Inevitably there cam e 
the last cam p fire 
the last breakfast

Property taxpayers now mut 
tcrinjg over their 1975-76 levies 
which total in excess of $95 
million in Santa Barbara 
County are going to get a 
break" starting in 1976 when 
the county's computers go to 
work to assist the relatively 
slim force of appraisers 
The good news, says Assessor 
William H C«x>k is that while 
more frequent assessments will 
result in more frequent in­ 
creases in taxes, the resulting 
taxes will be on a much more 
equitable level for everyone 
Hitching 
assessment 
procedures to the county's data 
processing gear means that the 
average property owner can ex 
pect to get higher assessments 
everv three vears rather than 
perhaps double that period as 
has been the case in many 
areas 
The resulting leveling off 
process, according to one 
county official will mean more 
tax equality especially for 
Goleta Valiey. the biggest 
urban hive in the unincor­ 
porated area whose rows on 
rows of tract homes have as- 
sertedly been fair game for as­ 
sessors in recent vears 
County Supervisor James M 
Slater said he has felt that the 
assessor's office has directed 
more reappraisals in the Goleta 
Valiev than some other areas 
because it is easier to process 
than areas of large estates 
elsewhere on the South Coast 


Not everyone is happy about 
Cook's new plans Many tax­ 
payers have the fear they ac­ 
tually will be shelling out more 
tax money than under the pre­ 
sent system of lengthy waiting 
periods before reassessment 


But Cook contends that 
ratepayers who have been at 
the top level of assessments in 
comparison with others across 
town, for instance, will not be in 
the position of paying no more 
than their share of the tax load 
Those with the higher assess­ 
ments — while appraisers were 
in the business of catching up 
with the others — have, in ef­ 
fect. been "making up" for

Huge land 
sale set 
Nov. 25 


Bidding is expected "to start 
at $2 7 million" for the un­ 
developed, 300-acre Goleta 
Valley oceanfront land of 
multi-millionaire developer 
Said Halimi when it goes on 
sale Nov 25 in Santa Barbara, a 
title company spokesman said 
Friday 
Halimi’s hopes of setting up a 
750-unit 
residential- 
recreational complex on the 
property collapsed in mid- 
January, 1972. after arrest of 
Phil Regan, ex-entertainer, on 
charges he sought to bribe a 
county supervisor to favor 
rezoning for the More Mesa 
project 
County supervisors 
quickly voted to deny the rezon­ 
ing. and Regan was sentenced 
to prison as a result of his ex­ 
posure by Supervisor Frank J. 
Frost. 
Sale of the property was 
moved from Friday to Nov. 25, 
according to a spokesman for 
the Lawyers Title Insurance 
Corp , on advice of the title 
company’s legal counsel. It was 
explained that work was 
received that Tyrolian Village, 
Inc., under which the project 
was to be built, filed for 
bankruptcy. Headquarters for 
Tyrolian Village had been in 
Incline Village, Nev. 
It was also announced that 
foreclosure proceedings were 
started by Columbia University 
in New York after an asserted 
default on its $2.5 million loan 
to the development company. 
The project envisioned by 
Halimi. who reportedly resides 
in Tehran. Iran, would have 
been the biggest one of its kind 
in county history. 
After Regan's arrest and dur­ 
ing his trial, it was revealed 
that a number of prominent 
politicians in the state, along 
with at least one major union 
official, were involved in help­ 
ing the development in one way 
or another; although no wrong 
doing was alleged except in 
Regan’s case 
However, the Board of Super­ 
visors by a split vote in Oc­ 
tober. 1974. asked the County 
Grand Jury to make an attempt 
to question Halimi about the 
case, after Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter said he had not been 
able to do so. The Grand Jury 
was silent as to what course it 
ever pursued in the matter. 
Sheriff’s officers said that when 
they arrested Regan emerging 
from a Santa B arbara 
restaurant, he was in company 
with Halimi.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California Republicans have 
been told by their state party 
chairman that Ronald Reagan’s 
decision to run for President 
could split the party and lead to 
a Democratic victory in 1976. 


Paul Haerle told the 10th an­ 
nual convention of the Califor­ 
nia Republican League Satur­ 
day that “ come Thursday in 
Washington, we’ll have to bite 
the bullet. Most assuredly, 
Governor Reagan’s announce­ 
ment will be a decision to run 
against President Ford." 


The former California gover­ 
nor will announce his campaign 
plans Thursday in Washington, 
DC. 


Haerle. former Reagan Ad­ 
ministration staff member, last 
summer joined the Ford cam- 


paign He said he could not 
think of a better place to dis­ 
cuss the party troubles he an­ 
ticipates than the league con­ 
vention. 
Haerle attacked various 
“ myths’’ he said had been 
perpetrated by Reagan 
One was “ the myth that the 
governor is just now deciding to 
run for President.’’ Haerle said 
Reagan long ago had made up 
his mind to run. 
Another myth, said Haerle 
was that “ the office seeks the 
man. I’ve never yet seen an of­ 
fice that seeks the man ” 
A third myth, he said was 
Reagan's assertion that a 
primary battle “ won’t be 
decisive . . .How the hell do you 
win in November when you 
repudiate your incumbent 
President in August?" 
New language reform 
plan told for Spain 


MADRID. Spain (U PI) - 
Prince Juan Carlos de Borbon 
has announced new language 
reforms in an attempt to head 
off political conflict in Spain 
after the death of Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco. 
Franco, who has withered to 
80 pounds during his 31-day bat­ 
tle against death, was reported 
slightly improved but in “ very 
grave” condition as he fought 
back from his third operation in 
less than two weeks. 
Juan Carlos. Franco’s succes­ 
sor who became interim head of 
state Oct. 31, issued a decree 
Sunday removing Franco’s res­ 
trictions on the use of regional 
languages. 
It was clearly a move to win 
popular support and ease 
national tensions in preparation 
for the post-Franco period. 
La Paz Hospital announced 
the 82-year-old Franco had im­ 
proved from “ the gravest’’ to 
“ very grave” condition. His 
withered body was kept alive 
only by machines, touching off 
growing debate on the ethics of 
such artificial life support. 
The Roman Catholic newspa­ 
per Ya asked in a front page 
editorial Sunday if “ it was real­ 


ly necessary to stretch to that 
point the scientific possibilities 
of fighting death and causing 
new traumas for the chief of 
state.” 
The language decree, which 
took effect immediately, legal­ 
ized the use of regional 
languages in newspapers, 
broadcasts, meetings and pro­ 
vincial and municipal councils. 
In his 36 years of authoritari­ 
an rule. Franco had forbidden 
official use of such languages, 
creating widespread dissension 
among Spain’s regional popula­ 
tions. 
The newspaper Nuevo Diario 
praised the prince and the 
decree in an editorial contain­ 
ing the words “ democracy, 
freedom, justice” in various 
regional languages. 
It said the new law “ will do 
more for the unity of the nation 
than all the pompous speeches 
of past years.” 
The decree was Juan Carlos 
second attempt in two weeks to 
defuse minority unrest. 
Last week he called for a 
commission to study ways to 
return a measure of economic 
autonomy to the Basques of 
northern Spain. 


asked Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger to find out Israel s 
response to a Russian request 
to reconvene the Geneva talks 
with the FLO present 
Rabin said Israel told Kiss 
inger it was w illing to 
reconvene the talks after Syria 
renews the mandate for 1.250

Nov 30 
“ In our answer we repeated 
and emphasized that Israel will 
not conduct any negotiations 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization,” Rabin said in a 
communique. 
The newspaper Ma’ariv re­ 
ported in a dispatch from the 
United Nations that staff 
sources there said Syria was 
ready to extend the mandate for 
two to three months if 
Secretary General Kurt Wald­ 
heim went to Damascus to 
suggest the move 
At the United Nations, a 
spokesman for Waldheim said 
Sunday the secretary general 
was considering a Middle East 
trip to discuss renewing the 
agreement. 
The Israeli communique also 
said a U S. State Department 
position paper on the Palestini­ 
an question was inaccurate and 
showed “ extensive bias 
The target of the Israeli dis­ 
pleasure was a paper delivered 
to a congressional committee 
last week by Harold Saunders, 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for 
Near Eastern Affairs. 
The communique said Saun­ 
ders’ testimony “ includes mis­ 
takes and extensive distortion 
from a factual and political 
point of view which cannot be 
disregarded.” 
Israeli political sources said 
the government was disturbed 
by Saunders’ suggestion there 
were moderate elements in the 
PLO. arguing instead that the 
entire group was extremist. 
The sources said Israeli 
leaders also objected to Saun­ 
ders’ reference to the Palestini­ 
an question as the heart of the 
problem They consider refusal 
by the Arab nations to 
recognize Israel as the major 
stumbling block to peace.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
another victory for women s 
rights, the Supreme Court to­ 
day struck down a Utah law 
that presumes a woman is in­

In an unsigned opinion, the 
justices summarily vacated a 
Utah Supreme Court decision 
upholding the state unemploy­ 
ment law 
Justice William H Rehnquist 
dissented Chief Justice Warren

Burger and Harry A 
Blackmun said the Court should 
have heard oral arguments in 
the case rather than summarily 
reverse the Utah court 
The opinion relied on a two- 
year-old Supreme Court ruling 
that mandatory maternity 
leave laws are unconstitutional 
unless they are applied 
to 
women on an individual basis 
Presuming that all pregnant 
women are incapable of work­ 
ing after a certain period in 
their pregnancy denies them 
rights to due process of law the 
Court said 
The Utah law mandated an 
end to unemployment benefits

Banks was wanted 
for failing to appear for 
sentencing Aug. 5 on rioting and 
assault charges involving a 1973 
demonstration at the Custer, 
S.D County Courthouse 


One of the vehicles seized by 
state police was a motor home 
owned by actor Marlon Brando, 
a Portland newspaper, the 
Oregonian, reported The paper 
attributed the report to the 
FBI. but a spokesman for that 
agency would not confirm or 
deny the Oregonian story. 


Brando, an outspoken advo­ 
cate of Indian causes, has ap­ 
peared at trials involving AIM 
members Last year he gave 40 
acres of his Southern California 


land to AIM. 
Banks and Leonard Peltier, 
31. wanted for unlawful flight to 
avoid prosecution for at­ 
tempted murder of a police of­ 
ficer in Milwaukee. Wis., in 
1974, was listed earlier by the 
FBI as believed to be traveling 
in either a mobile home or a 
white station wagon.

dents who stage mass attacks 
on streetcar passengers follow­ 
ing high school ballgames is a 
major issue today before two 
city agencies—the Public 
Utilities Commission and the 
Board of Supervisors.

Flynn said the ongoing prob­ 
lem, which surfaced again Fri­ 
day when several passengers 
were robbed and terrorized on a 
main trolley line, would be dis­ 
cussed with top officials of the 
municipal railway, including 
security chief George Englund. 
Supervisor Alfred Nelder said 
he plans to call meetings with 
police and transit officials to 
halt the marauding youth 
gangs. 
“ I ’m going to see that the 
situation is turned around so 
that the hoodlums will be afraid 
to ride the Muni,” Nelder said 
An estimated 100 young thugs 
and rough girls, some wielding 
knifes, staged a series of raids 
Friday evening They roamed 
through streetcars threatening 
passengers and forceably steal­ 
ing wallets, purses and jewelry. 
The attacks were similar to 
terrorism staged three nights 
earlier when more than 30 high 
school youths boarded a bus and 
went on a rampage, injuring six 
passengers.

Eldridge Cleaver tells embassy 


he will return to U.S. Tuesday 


PARIS (U PI) — Former Black Panther Eldridge Geaver 
went to the U S embassy today and told officials he will 
return to the United States Tuesday after seven years in ex­ 
ile 
Cleaver reportedly has decided to surrender to American 
authorities. 
He is wanted in California for violation of parole terms and 
for prosecution on assault charges in connection with a 
shootout with Oakland, Calif., police 
Cleaver appeared at the embassy consular section this 
morning and asked for an identity paper so he could enter the 
United States because he has no U.S. passport. 
“ Cleaver identified himself to the consul and was then 
given a paier which is usually given to people who have no 
passports and who are going back to the United States,” em­ 
bassy information officer Burnett Anderson said 
Cleaver’s wife Kathleen, who does have a U S passport, 
accompanied him to the embassy. 
Cleaver. 40. fled the United States in November, 1968, and 
settled in Algeria to avoid imprisonment for violating terms 
of parole and prosecution on assault charges in connec­ 
tion with a shootout with Oakland, Calif., police. In the April 
6,168. incident. Black Panther Bobby Hutton, 17, was killed 
Cleaver was paroled by the California Adult Authority in 1966 
after he served nine years of a 13-year sentence for assault to 
commit rape, assault to commit murder and assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
The Adult Authority revoked his parole but a superior 
court judge in Fairfield, Calif., ordered that Cleaver be 
released on grounds his confinement was politically 
motivated The decision was reversed by an appellate court. 
The 6-foot-2 Arkansas native has traveled widely since 
fleeing abroad, including Cuba and the Soviet Union. He has 
most recently lived in France where several months ago he 
announced he had entered the fashion business with a revolu­ 
tionary design for men’s clothing 
He has spent 19 years of his life on probation, parole and 
inside California prisons, including San Quentin. He is the 
author of “ Soul on Ice” and “ Post Prison Writings ” 
The Black Panther party was the most influential of the 
U.S. black power movements in the mid-60s Founded in 
Oakland in 1966, it formed armed patrols to protect blacks 
against alleged police brutality. 
It adopted the panther as its symbol because, although it 
does not normally attack first, it fights to the death if at­ 
tacked

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Some 
time this week, the American 
Bar Association will tell At­ 
torney General Edward Levi 
how the legal profession views 
the qualifications of 11 men who 
are candidates to replace 
William 0. Douglas on the 
Supreme Court. 
ABA recommendations have 
no binding effect on President 
Ford, who may select someone 
not on the list. But the Senate 
will seek an ABA recommenda­ 
tion on whoever is nominated. 
A committee of 12 ABA 
members, plus five other 
lawyers, met Sunday to review 
the list Levi gave it Thursday. 
The panel had planned to send 
Levi its recommendations early 
this week, but Sunday’s meet­ 
ing took longer than expected 
and the report may take until 
the end of the week to prepare. 
Presumably the committee 


was voting on which of three 
categories it would place each 
candidate The categories are 
“ not 
qualified,” 
“ qualified” 
and “ meeting high standards of 
judicial temperament, integrity 
and competence.” 
Even a vote of “ qualified” 
would be a setback for a can­ 
didate hopeful of getting the 
nomination because it would 
mean the ABA is not enthusias­ 
tic about the person. 
The list is known to include 
two politicians, Sen. Robert 
Griffin. R-Mich. and Rep. 
Charles Wiggins, R.-Calif. It 
also includes Solicitor General 
Robert Bork and several judges 
on U.S. courts of appeals. 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - In 
1947, the Legislature passed the 
Collier-Burns Highway Act 
which increased the gasoline 
tax by a cent and a half per 
gallon and kicked off one of the 
most ambitious road building 
programs in history. 
The network of sweeping 
California freeways became the 
envy of road builders around 
the world. 
Now, nearly three decades 
later, state highway officials 
are feverishly trying to find 
jobs for soon-to-be-unemployed 
workers 
Because of severe budget cut­ 
backs, the financially troubled 
Department of Transportation 
must reduce its workforce by 
2.800 employes 
But Sen. Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka, co-author of the bill 
which gave birth to the highway 
building bonanza, says he still 
hopes that the state’s road 
building program will survive 
and continue. 
“ People are again speaking 
up for highways, realizing that 
they have to complete the 
systems they now have,” said 
Collier, widely known as the 
“ father of the California 
freeway system.” 
One plan to pump new life 
into the ailing freeway system 
would raise the gasoline tax 
from seven to nine cents on the 
gallon. It is stalled in the As­ 
sembly and has been opposed 
by the state administration. 
The Transportation Depart­ 
ment plans to spend in the 
range of $200 million for new 
roads next year — the lowest 
expenditure since 1954. 
Before World War II, there 
was only one small freeway in 
Southern California During the 
last three decades California 
has spent $15.3 billion to con­ 
struct 4,400 miles of freeways. 
Collier believes that the im­ 
portance of the state highway 
and freeway system will not 
diminish. 
“ The mass transit system is a 
long way off and it is not prac­ 
tical in most parts of Califor­ 
nia,” said Collier, the dean of 
the legislature. “ I expect to see 
a great development in buses, 
which w ill still need the 
highways.” 
In March, Business and Tran­ 
sportation Secretary Donald 
Burns hinted that the newly in­ 
stalled Brown administration 


intended to change present laws 
relating to the state gasoline 
tax and "open-up the special 
cookie jar that highways have 
had for the past half-century ” 
He also said that Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. endorsed in­ 
creased spending for public 
transit. 
Last July, a long-awaited 


draft of the California transpor­ 
tation plan leaned heavily on en­ 
vironmental, social and eco­ 
nomic goals as opposed to out­ 
right road building. 
One alternative would be to 
expand interregional and urban 
bus systems, provide for expan­ 
sion of rail systems in the Los 
Angeles and San Diego areas. 


Animal control workers 
find wall-to-wall cats 


CHICAGO (U PI) - The eight 
men from the animal control 
center had their work cut out 
for them at the Ruth Ziemann 
home 
“ There were cats in the cup- 
boards and cats in the 
refrigerator,“ said Gene 
Gerali, the supervisor who led 
the raid to round up 96 cats 
“ The first floor was wall-to- 
wall cats,” he said “ The cats 
were tame, but once we picked 
up the first 10, the rest got hip 
and there were cats flying all 
over the place.” 
“ It took us two hours to clean 
out the house," he said 
He said the house was 
“ unbelievable” with “ green 
mold on everything, the dress­ 
ers. tables and in the kitchen all 
the drapes were ripped ” 
Workmen used three trucks 
to haul away the cats Friday 
night 
“ I think we missed a few, 
there were probably over a 100 
cats. It was certainly the 
biggest cat roundup in the 
history of the dog pound,” 
Gerali said 
But that statement stirred 
some debate. 
Not so, said Allen Glisch, 
manager of the Animal Welfare 


League. 
“ About three months ago,” 
Glisch said “ we took out 146 
cats from a woman’s home.” 
Glisch said most of the cats 
confiscated Friday probably 
would have to be destroyed 
because “ it’s just too hard to 
find good homes for cats ” 
A neighbor who asked not to 
be identified described Miss 
Ziemann, 54. “ as a nice quiet 
woman,” Miss Zieman lived 
with her mother until her 
mother died eight years ago 
“ After her mother died,” the 
neighbor said, “ she didn’t have 
anyone and about four years 
ago she got a cat, then she got 
another and another until the 
house was filled with cats.”

device," Frommer said Sun

But he added. "W e have 
every reason to believe no 
patient will die because of the 
device and we hope and an­ 
ticipate that some will live 
because of the device " 
Bruck who said his dissent 
may cost him his job. said the 
experimental use has been 
cleared for the Texas Heart In 
stitute in Houston and C’hil 
dren s Hospital Medical Center 
in Boston 
"Doing so would surely result

Archbishop sees little 
chance of women priests 


WASHINGTON (U F I) - The 
head of the nation’s Roman 
Catholic bishops doesn’t “ see 
any development on the hori­ 
zon” that will lead to the or­ 
dination of women to the 
Catholic priesthood 
Cincinnati Archbishop Joseph 
Bernardin, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, made that assessment 
in an interview with U PI Sun­ 
day on the eve of the annual fall 
meeting of the bishops’ con­ 
ference 
Bernardin said he planned to 
address the question of the 
woman’s role in the Church in 
speaking to the bishops at 
today’s opening session of the 
three-day meeting 
Before the sessions close, the 
bishops are expected to issue a 
major pastoral plan of action 
aimed at the abortion issue, 
debate and issue a statement on 
the nation’s housing crisis, and 
speak to the present state of 
Catholic-Jewish relations 
The issue of women priests is 
not immediately before the con­ 
ference but has been raised by 
the calling of the “ Women in 
the Future PriesthtMxi Now” 
conference in Detroit in two 
weeks 
Organizers of that conference 
have invited bishops to attend 
the meeting to provide the ex- 


pected 1.2(X) participants an 
“ episcopal perspective” on the 
issue 
Bernardin said Sunday the 
bishops would not send any 
observers to the meeting but 
that the “ conference wants to 
have dialogue. 
We are open to 
the leaders of the conference 
sharing the results” with the 
bishops 
“ In our judgment.” he said, 
“ the problem is theological or 
doctrinal The precise question 
is Was the exclusion of women 
from the priesthood by Christ 
determined simply by the 
cultural situation which existed 
in His day’’ Or did Christ ex­ 
clude women for other reasons, 
so that changes in culture, et 
cetera, would have a bearing on 
the question'^” 
At the same time, he said the 
question still is open for 
“ theological scrutiny”

Ronnie (iarcia. the new mayor of Ix)m* 
рос, may someday have a difficult time 
convincing his children that he was once 
a big football hero 
At 5 4 and 120 pounds, wearing horn­ 
rimmed glasses and shoes that don’t 
match. Ronnie somehow doesn’t look 
like a football hero 
I.uckily. he has about 10.000 witnes.ses 
who can attest to the fact that he 
singlefootedly won the Valley’s most im­ 
portant football game of the year, and 
the most exciting City Series game ever, 
by kicking a 33-yard field goal 
With those 10.000 fans screaming over 
his shoulder, and the fate of an entire 
season for two teams resting on his kick, 
and the clock running out. it’s a wonder 
that Ciarcia was able to even remember 
which foot to kick with 
But he did. and Lompoc beat Cabrillo 
17-16 in a game that Garcia and Lompoc 
fans will always remember, and that Ed 
Knowles and Cabrillo fans will try to 
forget 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren summed 
up the game nicely when he said, “ For 
pure drama and for great plays, it was 
the most exciting high school game I’ve 
ever seen ’’ 
It took an amazing sequence of events, 
including a fatal mathematical mis­ 
calculation by Conq coach Knowles, to 
set up Garcia's kick 
The Conqs started the sequence by 
scoring a TD early in the fourth quarter 
on a perfectly-executed halfback pass 
from Andre McGant to Wayne Brown. It 
came on third-and-seven at the Lompoc

Bill Russell called it the best game the 
Seattle SuperSonics played all year, and 
Golden State’s Rick Barry probably had 
to agree 
Barry, one of basketball’s highest 
scorers throughout his career, was held 
to four points for the entire game, large­ 
ly through the efforts of Bruce Seals, as 
Seattle ended the Warriors six game win­ 
ning streak 102-98 
“ I didn’t really stop him because he 
still got his shots off, they just didn’t go 
in,’’ said Seals, a protege of assistant 
Sonic Coach Bob Hopkins at Xavier of 
New Orleans now playing his first season 
in the NBA “ I’ve got a lot of respect for 
him as a player” 
Seals, who scored 20 points, was with 
the Utah Stars of the ABA for two 
seasons before coming to the Sonics and 
moved into the starting lineup after the 
season was under way. 
Barry seemed to agree with Seals’ as­ 
sessment of his play when asked what 
went wrong with his shooting 
“ If I could have figured it out. I 
probably would have adjusted according­ 
ly, wouldn’t P It was just one of those 
nights,” he said 
Midway through the fourth quarter, 
with the Sonics down 81-78, Seals 
replaced Talvin Skinner at foward and 
helped Seattle go ahead to an 88-81 lead 
Elsewhere in the NBA, Atlanta nipped 
New York 97-96 and Los Angeles beat 
Chicago 110-93 
In the only ABA game, Indiana beat St 
Louis 136-U4 
Hawks 97, Knicks 96 
Atlanta’s victory broke a 10-game 
Knick win streak over the Hawks dating 
back to the 1973-74 season and propelled 
the Hawks to a 7-4 record and undisputed 
lead of the NBA Central Division of the 
NBA for the first time since Nov 28. 
1973 
The Hawks were ahead 92-79 with 5 28 
left when the Knicks. behind Spencer 
Haywood, began a 17-5 blitz of the Hawks 
and twice pulled within one point, the 
last time with 15 seconds left 


Lakers 110, Bulls 93 
Guard Lucius Allen came off the bench 
to score 28 points in the Lakers’ fourth 
straight win, their longest streak in two 
years. .Allen hit 12 of 15 shots Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar scored just 18. but blocked 
eight shots and grabbed 15 rebounds 
L A. hit 56 per cent from the floor 
Chicago, playing without starters Norm 
Van Lier and Mickey Johnson, got 31

made a pro-style catch, dragging his 
heels just inside the back chalk line 
That gave Cabrillo a 15-14 lead A one- 
point conversion here would be of no 
value A two-point conversion would give 
the (’onqs a three-point lead and protect 
them from losing by a Lompoc field goal 
Knowles signaled for his team to kick 
“ I screwed up,” said Knowles “ It’s 
going to haunt me for a long time I was 
thinking ahead during the drive, hut 
somehow I miscalculated our points I 
had it in my mind that the kick was the 
way to go When we made the kick and I 
saw the scoreboard. I thought something 
was wrong 
I take full blame for It It’s 
going to be something I'm going to have 
to live with” 
Oddly, none of the Cabrillo assistant 
coaches on the field or in the press box. 
nor any of the players, alerted Knowles 
before it was too late 
But even that two-point lead looked 
safe when Conq safety Tom Purvis in­ 
tercepted a Iximpoc pass on the next 
series and returned it 25 yards to the 
Lompoc 20 The Braves held and took 
over on downs, then I/>mpoc couldn’t 
move the ball either and had to punt back 
to the Conqs with 3 54 left 
Then came Lompoc’s big break On 
third-and-three at the Cabrillo 43, Conq 
halfback Ron Carney appeared to have 
enough yards for a first down, but 
fumbled when he was hit by Rick Walker 
and then by Tim Binning, who stripped 
the ball loose from Carney’s arm s. Rick 
Beltran recovered for Lompoc at mid­ 
field 
The Braves had 2:17 to work some 
magic. On fourth-and-10. Chuck Van 


Allen hit Tony Guest at the Cabrillo 31 
for a do-or-die first down 
Two plays later Van Allen hit Guest in 
the end zone, hut Conq 
safety Wayne 
Brown jarred the ball loose for an in­ 
completion 
And two plays later, Lompoc faced 
another fourth-and-10, and again Van 
Allen nailed Guest with a pass at the 11 
for another super clutch first down. 
With 22 seconds on the clock. Van Allen 
hit Guest again, but the Braves were 
called for illegal procedure penalty, 
which stopped the clock The officials 
walked the ball back to the Lompoc 16, 
then signaled for the clock to start again 
As Garcia dashed onto the field, the 
Braves huddled, unaware that the clock 
was moving Finally Steve McMillian, 
the place-kick holder, saw that the clock 
had re-started and yelled for the team to 
line up 
The ball was snapped with two seconds 
on the clock The line blocking, the snap, 
the hold, and the kick were all perfect 
But a penalty flag was down. There 
was a period of confusion before an of­ 
ficial finally raised his arm s to signal 
that the field goal was good. The penalty 
was for roughing the kicker. 
The game will go down as a classic. 
There was at least one big. big play per 
quarter For instance: 
• Ron Carney’s 44-yard TD sprint 
down the sideline in the first quarter.

Calley backs Wallace 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. (UPD - 
Form er Army Lt. W illiam 
Calley has offered to speak in 
support of Gov. George Wal­ 
lace’s campaign for president, 
but Wallace aides say no deci­ 
sion has been made on accep­ 
tance of the offer. 
‘‘He volunteered to speak for 
the governor,” Wallace press 
secretary Billy Joe Camp said. 
‘‘He was thanked for volunteer­ 
ing his services like everyone 
else.” 
Calley was convicted by 
military court martial in 1971 of 
murdering “ at least 22 Viet­ 
namese civilians” during a 
‘‘search and destroy” mission 
at the hamlet of My Lai in 1968. 
At the time of the conviction 
Wallace said he considered 
Calley a “ scapegoat.” 
A life sentence for Calley was 
reduced to 10 years through 
military appeals procedures. A 
federal district judge over­ 
turned the murder conviction, 
but the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals reinstated the verdict. 
Defense lawyers are planning 
an appeal to the U.S. Supreme

Deregulation 


American industry has com­ 
plained of government meddl­ 
ing for years, and a major 
plank 
in most 
Republican 
party platforms has been to 
muzzle the bureaucracy and 
allow the free e n terp rise 
system to work. 
Now Republican ¡Resident 
Ford has proposed doing ex­ 
actly that in one of the largest 
industries in the country 
transportation. 
And who are the greatest op­ 
ponents of Fiord's regulatory 
reforms? Large segments of 
the transportation industry. 
It would appear the com­ 
panies — at least the truckers 
and the airlines — do not want 
m ore freedom 
from big 
government. Railroads seem 
to have less fear of deregula­ 
tion. 
Ford has sent Congress 
three separate bills designed 
to ease regulation on the 
h i g h w a y s , a i r w a y s a nd 
railways. 
All three allow freedom 
within limits to raise or lower 
rates without government ap­ 
proval. end the practice of 
joint rate-setting, allow new 
companies more freedom to 
enter the market and older es­ 
tablished 
companies 
more 
freed o m 
to aban d o n u n ­ 
profitable routes. 


The idea is to let competi­ 
tion drive down fares and 
lower the average consumer's 
cost of living. 
But when Fiord's plan to 
reduce regulation of truck and 
bus lines was made public last 
week, the American Trucking 
Association denounced it as 
“ the ultimate in governmental 
irresponsibility.” 
When the airline plan was 
sent to ('ongress in early Oc­ 
tober. the Air Transport As­ 
s o c i a t i o n c o m p l a i n e d 
it 
“ would disrupt airline service 
a n d 
c a u s e 
p u b l i c 
i n ­ 
convenience and confusion.” 


What do these industry

G o v e r n m e n t 
r e g u l a t o r y 
policies aim to protect those 
already in business. 


If the present regulatory 
policy is abandoned, hundreds 
of new truck lines may spring 
up overnight, possibly with 
better service and lower rates, 
possibly chasing some older 
firms out of existence. 


In the aviation industry, 
dozens of airlines might com­ 
pete on lucrative routes with 
no guarantee that the existing 
protected airline would win 
out. 
Rate wars would be likely.

Along with just about 
everyone else, I deem Henry Kissinger 
the most persuasive advocate in the 
republic, and inasmuch as his policies — 
as distinguished from his motivations — 
are in my judgment wrongneaded. I 
som etim es wish he 
were less lucid, less 
eloquent, though one 
takes pride in the 
sonority of his prose 
and the craftmanship 
of his arguments 
S c h le sin g e r, 
in ­ 
credibly. is in the 
same league All the 
more painful that he 
should be dropped 
from the Cabinet — 
for the sole purpose, if 
we are to take Presi­ 
dent Ford at his word, of creating a team 
with which Mr Ford feels comfortable 
'Riere are those of us who would prefer 
that Mr Ford endure a little discomfort, 
rather than that he should strive so suc- 
cesstully to cause the Soviet Union to be 
co m fo rtab le 
The e lim in a tio n of 
Schlesinger will in all likelihood create a 
new Soviet holiday 
It happens that a fortnight ago I met 
the Secretary of Defense and asked him 
a few questions the answers to which are 
especially pertinent under the circum­ 
stances 
Q Are you affected by the crystallizing 
ethic of the Sixties; namely that the 
Secretary of Defense, like the Secretary 
of State, is norally bound by the foreign 
policy (they administer?). Or is it your 
idea of a civil servant that one doesn’t 
permit oneself to ask that question 
(about a policy dictated from above) 
Mr Schlesinger Certainly not the lat­ 
ter 1 think that you have two questions 
there The first was: Could a public of-

ficial carry out a policy that happened, 
for a variety of historical reasons, to 
have earntni the disapprobation of the in­ 
tellectual community’’ The answer to 
that is certainly It’s ones responsibility, 
if the policy is in the national interest 
and It is right to carry it out On the other 
hand, if one has moral misgivings of 
one’s own of a serious nature, one has the 
obligation to withdraw 
The next question asked whether there 
is an ethical distortion between the 
responsibilities of the civil servant and 
the policymaker -- between the corporal 
and the Secretary of Defense 
Mr Schlesinger The policy maker, if 
he disagrees with policy in a serious 
way. should depart 
Q Is the Secretary of Defense ex of­ 
ficio a policy m aker’’ 
Mr Schlesinger That’s correct. 
If 
the forces under his command or under 
his scrutiny are being used in a way 
which he regards as inappropriate and he 
has no sympathy with the policy, he 
should turn the office over to somebody 
who does have sympathy with the policy, 
because he would be ineffective in carry­ 
ing it out. 
(J From which we may infer that you 
were not out of sympathy with our policy 
when you became Secretary of Defense^ 
S That is correct 
Having identified himself as entirely in 
accord with the United States effort in 
South V’ietnam, Mr. Schlesinger paused 
to deliberate the effects of our failure 
there 
S I think that it’s clear, in term s of our 
own policies, that the patience of the 
U S public for a protracted conflict, ap­ 
parently un.successful. is quite limited 
and that consequently our own policies 
should be geared not to that kind of 
protracted conflict, that a m ilitary 
engagement should not be permitted 
with the involvement of American forces 
to extend over many years, and that that 
requires an alteration in our strategy In 
Vietnam we had. we thought, the staying 
power It turned out not to be the case. 
And I think that we can draw that conclu­ 
sion with regard to our own policies, and 
1 suspect that other governments will 
draw what inferences they will from this 
experience 
(Questions unasked at this point, to 
which however the former Secretary of 
Defense may in due course vouchsafe his 
answers: 
What inferences will our allies draw 
from your dism issal’’ 
Q Even as there is an obligation to 
withdraw if one is not in sympathy with 
the policies of an administration, is there 
a su rv iv in g o b lig atio n — having 
withdrawn, or been dismissed — to ex­ 
press one's misgivings about current 
policies’’

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson

WASHINiJTON - Conditions aboard 
some of the Navy’s proudest ships are 
shocking and shameful We have written 
in the past about the deteriorating fleet. 
Our columns have brought a deluge of 
additional complaints, which we have 
verified 
On the carrie r Hancock, a young 
seaman plunged to his 
death because of Navy 
negligence 
On the 
c a r r ie r 
S a ra to g a , 
sailors choked at night 
in squalid. 120-degree 
b u n k ro o m s 
T h e 
roach-infested 
d e s tr o y e r 
te n d e r 
S ierra served food 
th a t w as “ b a re ly 
edible.” 
O ther Navy c ra ft 
have put out to sea on 
special missions, in­ 
tended to teach how to survive a nuclear 
attack, when they were so dilapidated 
they could barely survive the trip out of 
the harbor 
The creaky old carrier Saratoga is a 
sad symbol of the state of the modern 
Navy Since it was commissioned in 1956, 
the Navy has been compelled to load it 
down with the sophisticated equipment 
of the nuclear age This has required a 
host of technicians who have been 
shoehorned into overcrowded quarters. 
A few weeks ago, the carrier set out on 
a training cruise But its commander, 
Uapt Robert Bunn, had to head into port 
five days early because it was in no con­ 
dition to remain at sea. 
Despite Dunn’s best efforts, crewmen

had to work 12 to 18 hours a day simply to 
keep th e S a ra to g a m o v in g . The 
engineers and firemen often had no 
showers to wash off the grime of their 
long drudgery. 
'The bathrooms were dirty, the toilets 
and urinals clogged. Chow lines were so 
long that crew m en com plained it 
sometimes took two hours to get served. 
Dunn insisted, however, that the max­ 
imum was 45 minutes. Enlisted men, for 
lack of cold milk and water, often drank 
warm soda pop with their meals. 
At sea. a fire broke out and tied up 
some crewmen all night. Yet they were 
summoned to reveille at 6 a.m. When 
they finally straggled to their bunks, the 
air conditioner was broken, and they 
sweltered. 
One enlisted men’s lounge, established 
for a dozen men, usually thronged with 
as many as 50. Yet crowding became so 
bad that the lounge was converted into 
bunk space. This left many sailors with 
no convenient space to write letters or 
watch tv. 
Even the junior officers’ quarters 
were so 
confined that two civilian 
technical experts took one look and fled 
the ship. An earlier group of civilians, 
representing defense contractors, com­ 
plained about aviation fuel in their living 
space 
Yet. when a goldbraided inspection 
team arrived on board, they virtually ig­ 
nored the enlisted men’s plight but 
growled about m issing light bulbs, 
toothbrush holders and towel holders in 
the officers’ rooms. 'The Navy inspectors 
were positively indignant, for instance, 
about an officer’s stuck drawer. 


A shade Neanderthal 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When 
[’resident Ford’s election campaign staff 
was assembled last spring it immediate­ 
ly began to compile a list of potential 
successors to the unwanted vice presi­ 
dent. Nelson Rockefeller Largely, the 
list was an accum ulation of Ford 
cronies, party hacks and weary w arriors 
from old wars One ex­ 
ception. though, was 
the nam e of Jack 
Kemp, age 40, three- 
term workhorse con­ 
gressman from Buf­ 
falo, and clearly one of 
the truly interesting, 
even appealing, young 
conservatives in the 
shaky Republican es­ 
tablishment 
Mostly dismissed as 
a novelty when he 
came to Washington in 
1971, a professional football player (Buf­ 
falo Bills) who could read, Kemp has, in 
a remarkably short tim e, developed into 
a legislator of note, a representative who 
represents, and a com er in a party that 
desperately needs attractive faces. 
He won’t be J e rry F o rd ’s vice 
presidential choice next year and he 
knows it, but there are decades of time 
to contemplate "I don’t want to be like 
(Bob) M athias or (V inegar Bend) 
Mizell.” he says, referring to other jocks 
who come and go in politics; his 
philosophy, "absolutely.” is one of up­ 
ward mobility. 


His philosophy is also outdated, in 
some respects, or at least according to 
conventional political wisdoms and 
tendencies. A one-time Californian of the 
Richard Nixon persuasion, once describ­ 
ing himself as "to the right of Attila the 
Hun,” he has moderated his ideology in 
Congress, but only somewhat Of Nixon 
he now says, as do so many. "I was 
deceived.” and he has voted at time for 
trimming the military budget, for con­ 
sumer protection legislation, and against 
direct corporate campaign funding Still 
he’s considered stodgy. "H e’s got.” ex­ 
plains one liberal, “ the look of Ron 
Zeigler atx)ut him ” 


For his p art, Kemp seem s torn 
between images The sign on his office 
dcxir demands that Vietnam MI.As be ac­ 
counted for. a leftover from his nearly 
unqualified support for that em barrass­ 
ing war. but in his untidy office, under a 
huge pitiu it ol old adversan- Ernie 


Ladd. Kemp insists he is a “construc­ 
tive” conservative, that is. pro-people in 
a way that transcends rhetoric. 
He voted against the emergency jobs 
legislation of last summer, he says, not 
because he is against jobs, “to the con­ 
trary 
” but because he is against 
deceitful jobs: “ What we must do is 
create permanent jobs, not by handouts 
but with solid capital.” 
Now he is out of his chair, warming to 
his subject, his finger poking his visitor 
for attention What needs to be done, he 
says, in more words than is necessary, is 
“ to reduce the confiscatory burden on 
the productive sector of the nation.” Can 
Ernie Ladd pronounce “ confiscatory?” 
Never mind Kemp points out that jobs 
creation costs money, as much as $40,000 
apiece these days, and that in order to 
create the number of jobs that will be 
needed in America in the next decade, 
business will need more than $4 trillion 
in capital 
That means profits, that 
means tax relief, that means a free 
enterprise renaissance. 
Though not an economist. Kemp has 
introduced lucid legislation to bring 
about the renaissance. Called the Jobs 
Creation Act. his bill’s intent is to create 
the conditions whereby in just one year 
the nation would realize $74 billion in un­ 
anticipated capital investment. 7 million 
new jobs. $151 billion in additional 
productivity and $5 billion in increased 
tax revenues. 
Critics call the bill a form of welfare 
for moguls, but more than 100 co­ 
sponsors have signed their support, 
many seeing it as the first step away 
from the American antiprofit move­ 
ment. and an educational tool for better 
economic tomorrows. 
No doubt excessively theoretical, and 
a mite innocent. Kemp’s bill nonetheless 
puts him in the com er of the progres­ 
sives He does his job, he creates, he has 
some vision Small wonder the people of 
his district re-elected him last year with 
73 per cent of the votes cast 
.As for the vice presidential talk at se­ 
cond glance it is not so preposterous. 
Kemp’s house seat is safe, he is warmly 
accepted by party elders, he is in the 
Jerry Ford tradition — a chap who rises 
alongside his friends rather than over his 
enemies — good credentials for advance­ 
ment 
He is energetic, enthusiastic, 
bright and ambitious. Slightly naive, no 
doubt, and perhaps somewhat out of 
touch, it would mean White House 
regulars would not have to break him in 


The team ’s confidential inspection 
report, nevertheless, found the Saratoga 
to be plagued with operational problems. 
For example, the war room’s intercom 
was “ unable to communicate with all 
stations,” a coaxial cable was loose, 
electrical circuits had shorted and win­ 
dow wipers on the bridge were missing 
or nonfunctioning 
On another carrier, the Hancock, we 
learned that 19-year-old seaman appren­ 
tice, Timothy Johnston, plunged 35 feet 
to a concrete landing while he was 
painting. His death can be attributed 
directly to Navy negligence. 
For the Navy had ignored federal 
safety regulations, which require sailors 
working over the ship’s side to wear 
safety lines. There weren’t even any 
safety harnesses on board the day 
Johnston fell. 
Timonthy’s parents, furious over the 
Navy’s attem pt to shift the blame, told 
us: “ We are determined our son’s death 
will mean something...if we can save 
even one boy’s life.” 
The Navy finally reopened the case 
after Senators Henry Jackson, D-Wash., 
and Warren Magnuson, D-Wash., in­ 
tervened. Jackson is presently looking 
into the complaint of a Navy industrial 
safety expert, Phelps H obart, who 
wrote: “ Much of the Navy’s safety 
program is directed at protecting Ad­ 
m irals, not sailors.” 
The main purpose of the Navy’s safety 
programs, he charged, was to keep the 
Navy operational, not to save lives. 
“ I only wish I could tell the truth and 
reveal the deplorable safety and healthy 
conditions with the Department of the 
Navy,” the safety specialist declared. 
To the Navy's credit, it made docu­ 
ments available to us and is now taking 
disciplinary action against the officers 
responsible for Johnston’s death. 
The G eneral A ccounting O ffice, 
spurred by such tragedies, is also doing 
an investigation of government on-the 
job safety, which has turned up glaring 
deficiencies in both m ilitary and civilian 
agencies. 
The Navy, for its part, cites the 1975 
President’s Safety Award as evidence of 
its attention to safety. As in the past, the 
Navy also insists it is doing the best it 
can to repair the broken-down ships. 
A spokesman explained that Vietnam 
operations, a shortage of maintenance 
men, inadequate funds and other factors 
have led to the disrepair. At present, 60 
ships are running late on repairs, and 
repair funds were chopped from the new 
budget. 
Yet somehow, there seems to be plenty 
of funds to maintain the Admirals’ style 
of living. Few have given up their 
limousine 
service, 
dism issed 
their 
enlisted servants, reduced their office 
acreage or turned in their fancy fur­ 
niture.

claims that all men. 
whether or not they 
have committed rape, 
b e n e f i t f r o m t he 
depredations of the 
rapist 
“That some men rape provides a suf­ 
ficient threat to keep all women in a con­ 
stant state of intimidation.” she writes 
“ 
Men who commit rape have served in 
effect as front-line masculine shock 
troops, terrorist guerrillas in the longest 
sustained battle the world has ever 
known” 
As one reviewer objected, this is as 
grotesquely exaggerated as to say that 
those who commit murder are the tacit 
agents of everyone who doesn’t commit 
murder 
But yet. Sen F-^dward M Kennedy in a 
speech during Law Enforcement Week 
called the Brownmiller book “ monumen­ 
tal and persuasive” and further called on 
A m ericans to “ recognize that our 
archaic laws on rape have become an in­ 
strument by which all men intimidate all 
women” 
Don Oakley, a columnist, says that 
there is no question but that many of our 
laws dealing with rape are archaic, 
biased against women and overdue for 
change. 
“ But must the call 
for justice and 
reform always be accompanied by shrill 
accusations against an entire society, or 
in this 
case, an entire sex?” Oakley 
asks. “ To place ‘all m en’ in one 
despicable class as the oppressors of ‘all 
women’ is worse than meaningless It is 
pure and simple hate-mongering” 
Oakley continues: 
“The fact is that not only have most 
men never committed rape but they are 
as incapable of it as they are of any 
crime against another person, of either 
sex. Neither are they desirous of ‘in­ 
timidating’ women in this or any other 
way, or of having someone else do it for 
them. 
“ If this were not true, the most the 
feminists could hope for would be an un­ 
easy truce in ‘the longest sustained bat­ 
tle the world has ever known” — a 
m ockery of their professed goal of 
achieving respect, understanding and 
equality between the sexes.”
